Calgary district headquarters has 
been officially notified that Alberta 
will be called upon to raise a 
mounted rifile regiment consisting 
of .548 men and officers, one troop 
of field artillery consisting of 153 
men and. officers, a machine gun 
section of 28 men and officers, and 
a section of field. ambulance con- 
sisting of 93 men and. officers. 
These will go with the next contin- 
gent and will be in addition to the 
raising of an infantry. brigade of] ° 
1,350 men and officers, but the in- 
fantry regiment will be kept mobil- 
ized until-the third contingent goes. 
This. means that Alberta’ will be 
called upon to raise, when the ac- 
commodation for them is ready, a 
grand total of 2,881 men and 
officers..
